THE BONDS lsLSrEP. 
The city council at its meeting 
on Monday evening authorized the 
i« euing of city bonds in the sum of 
$25,000 to aid the Mississippi Wa­ 
ter Power aud Boom Co. in con­ 
structing the dam at this place. 
The action of the council, while 
supported by a majority of the cit­ 
izens, has received moch adverse 
criticism and elicited considerable 
comment unfavorable to the alder­ 
men who voted for the measure. 
While we donot favor ihe issuing'of 
beads on general principles, nor 
as a remedy for every strait into 
whieii bodies and corporations may 
get, We are of the opinion that the 
aldermen who voted for the meas­ 
ure did ao honestly and conscien­ 
tiously, and, having the welfare of 
the city at heart, we think they 
were justified in so doing. 
The 
county had given the dam company 
$50,000 to aid the enterprise, which 
had been exploded and Iff. Kin­ 
dred had himself put in ft**,000 
more, and being unable to raise j 
money on the dam as was expect- i 
ed, a difficulty arose, and there was 
only one way out, for the city to 
come forward and bv voting these i 
• 
I 
bonds secure the completion of 
the work which otherwise would 
necessarily have 
been stopped. 
There is not a candid, intelligent 
citizen 
in Brainrrd today but; 
what will say that 
he 
would 
rather the city would issue these 
bonds than 
to see the project 
abandoned just as we were about 
to reap the benefit of the gigantic 
enterprise. 
There 
is sense in 
everything, and if Brainerd ever 
expects to take her place among 
the leading cities in the state as a 
manufacturing center, the people 
must work in harmony and unity. ; 
Look at other cities, St- Cloud, Lit-1 
Fails, and elsewhere, 
rivals of 
Brainerd we might say, are they 
opposed to aiding legitimate e n -f 
terpnses that will build up their 
town* Do they wait until there is J 
a pressing demand on them to help i 
these projects out for fear they will 
fail for want of aid! 
No, the} 
have voted $100,000 in one instance 
and $125.000 in tne other and this 
before the work was commenced 
But in regard to the Brainerd dam j 
it is different, for we have a struc­ 
ture in the river that has already 
coat $100,000, but It in a substantial 
manner and lacking completion 
only for the want of funds, $25,000. j 
The city council is asked to eftend 
this aid and after jLat .s*:a $ the 
matter thef” fnucfurM if**1 'Ae j 
best thing they could do was to 
comply with tbe request, and they 
did so. 
We think that insinua­ 
tions made by some parties that 
there was any “ boodle- connected 
with the transactions are entire'y 
unwarranted and unca.ied for, and 
that the maa who wiD so far for­ 
get himself ia his frenzy and ha­ 
tred of certain parties, regardless, 
of logic or common sense, should 
be made to prove his assertions or 
ana# er to the law for criminal libel, j 


WILL COMPLETE IT. 
The rumors that have been afloat 
that there was a heavy opposition 
to issuing the $25,000 bonds is in 
part erroneous, and some of the 
gentlemen who opjfosed the meas­ 
ure the strongest say they be­ 
lieve that if the matter had been 
put to a vote in the city it would 
have carried. 
That they them­ 
selves are not opposed to it if the 
sum was actually necessary to com­ 
plete the work, which wonld other­ 
wise have been stopped. The fact 
is, the city of Brainerd cannot af­ 
ford at the present time to be nig­ 
gardly when so much is at stake. 
The sum given the dam company 
will finisti the work, and such be­ 
ing the case, we doubt if there are 
any who will say six months hence 
the council did an unwise thing.

The captain also stud­ 
ied the characteristic« and habits 
of tbe people who reside upon the 
banks ot this noble stream, and 
gives his readers the benefit of his 
observations. 
An accurate and in­ 
teresting description of the towns 
and cities through which he passed 
is a pleasing feature of the publi­ 
cation. In tnis work the captain 
presents his claim of having dis­ 
covered beyond Lake Itasca anoth­ 
er lake which ii connected ulia sia 
by a well defined stream of water, 
and consequently is the true source 
of the Mississippi. The validity of 
the captain's claim has been the 
subject of a great deal of discussion 
recently, but be that as it may, it 
does not detract from the merits 
of tfie book, nor render lees inter­ 
esting the account of the experi­ 
ences of the worthy captain in the 
longest canoe voyage on record. 
Student of geography as weil as 
those 
interested in explorations 
and discoveries should not fail to 
secure a copy of thi» interesting as 
well as instructive book,

whether scholars can be compelled to 
study the books selected, which lie lias 
done, making the point th a t the law- re­ 
q uires the study of physiolog y and hy­ 
g iene. but does not specify arithm etic and 
g eog raphy, althoug h scholar* are expelled 
for refusing to « tudy the latter branches. 
The inference is, that scholars who refuse 
to study temperance books can be ex­ 
pelled from the school.

He not only sold state, but 
county nnd township rig hts at enormous 
prices, which the purchasers of these pat­ 
ent rig hts could well afford to pay, because 
the ruling price to lie paid by a fanner for J 
a well sunk by the simple contrivance - 
was $ 19 for a well of u dahnstsr of one 
and a q uarter inches. There was a slid- ! 
ing , or rather rising , scale, g overned by the j 
diameter and depth of the well, the power 
by which it was to be operated and the j 
vield of water pet minute, until in some | 
instances a price of $ -100 
whs reaihed.

An Important Railroad Land Suit in 
tho U. S. Court. 
An im portant bill in eq uity was filed in 
the Fnit« M State* circuit court at St. Paul 
by the Northern Pacific Railway Go'uoany 
ag ainst the United State* and Andr**w 
Johnson, Thomas M. Sibley, Aug ust Sets- 
hlorn, 8. M. Fawectte and C. D. Bush, all 
residents of Htearns county, Minn. An 
order wu* made for a hearing upon the , 
injunction prayed for on the second Mon 
day in December. The suit i* broug ht to j 
determine the rig ht of the company to err- 1 
tain lands under the second indemnity 
act of cong ress in 1879, whereby land* 
g ranted in aid of the construction of ths j 
Northern Pacific road from Lake Snperior 
to Pug et sound, in Washing ton territory. 
By the charter every 29 alternate sections 
per mile in the territories nnd every 19 • 
altermit** sections js-r mile in the states 
constittnted the g rant, and in case of such 
sections 
being 
already 
pre-empted ; 
by 
settlers, 
then 
the 
company i 
to 
select 
other 
sections 
within 
a g iven distance. The loss of land in Min- 
nesots was taken in the territory of Dako­ 
ta, being a lielt near Farg o. The complaint 
is very long a-id recite* all the acts of con­ 
g ress reg arding the charter of the road and ' 
the land g rant, and also the doing s of the 
land commis-aoner. It i* now denied by 
the defendants, except the United 8tate*, 
th a t the company had any rig ht to the 
land in D» kota,under the proceeding *, and 
th a t they pre-empted the same about Nov. 
(I, 1887. It is alleg ed that these defendants 
intend to cut timber valued at $ 6,909, 
and th a t ths land is worth $ 9 ,000 more. 
The company also alleg es th t it has sold 
500,000 acres of these lands by virtu# of 
the g rant by cong ress upon some of which 
g reat improvements have been made. 
An 
injunction to restrain defendant* is prayed 
for in the bill. The case, while it does not 
involve a very larg e sum, i* of g reat im­ 
portance to the road, and many purchas­ 
ers of railway lands.

three month’s course in 
the 
b ranches at oye named can b e secured for 
ab out five hundred dollars. 
This in­ 
cludes tuition, rent, fuel, lights and 
furniture. 
There is in a very central 
locality a large room suitab le for the 
purpose. The teacher can b e secured and 
everything can b e easily procured if 
there are enough persons in the city who 
will give their time this coming winter 
to the enterprise to meet this ex pense so 
that it will not fall heavily upon any. 
Fifty persons at ten dollars each will do 
it all. , Who wgukin’t giye twice ten 
dollars if at the end of the three m onth’s 
time he could b e his own correspondent, 
b ook-keeper and mathematician? 
If 
proper encouragement and attention were 
given to the school. 
I know the regular 
routine could b e made interesting and 
pleasant b y lectures from Judge Sleeper, 
Messrs. Lum, 
Ftrnald, 
McClenab an, 
Holland and Donaldson, among the at­ 
torneys, as I have no doub t the pastors of 
the several churches, as well as other 
gentlemen, would b e glad to help the 
scheme along with talks and lectures up­ 
on various sub jects. 
For myself I will 
give at least two nights in each week to 
the school free. I will assist the teacher 
m mathematics and do anything I can 
do to make the school a success. 
Now 
who wants to go! I have, after talking 
with others, concluded to make this an- 
nouremcnt and ask ail those who would 
like to attend the school to either give 
me their names, or send them to me, and 
when further arrangemeuts are made, I 
will give them either personal notice or 
notice through the post-office. 
Let the 
lab oring men of our city especially take 
hold of this, and I guarantee nothing 
will b e left undono to make it profitab le 
to all.

the effect that the uonds b e issued. The 
motion was put to a vote and carried, 
Aldermen Gardner, Scarlet aud Cullen 
voting in favor of it, and Aldermen Do­ 
ran and Graham voting no. 
The presi­ 
dent and Aldermen Spencer and Forsyth 
were ex cused on the ground of b eing in­ 
terested, as they were on the b onds is­ 
sued b y the county as sureties. The 
council adjourned.

Great R iver,” by 
Captain Glazier, is an account of 
the author's trip in ISSI from the 
source to the mouth of the M issis­ 
sippi river in a canoe. 
It is a very 
interesting and entertaining nar­ 
rative from beginning to end, the 
descriptions of the scenery though 
which the river passes being un­ 
usually fine. The captain also stud­ 
ied the characteristics aud habits 
of the people who reside upon the 
banks ot this noble stream, and 
gives his readers the benefit of his 
observations. 
An accurate and in­ 
teresting description of the towns 
and cities through which he passed 
is a pleasing feature of the publi­ 
cation. 
In this work the captain 
presents his claim of having dis­ 
covered beyond Lake Itasca anoth­

THE Bf)YDS ISSUED. 


The city council at its meeting

tiously, and, having the welfare of 
the city at heart, we think they 
were justified in so doing.

county had given the dx rn company 
$50,000 to aid the enterprise, which 
had been expended, and M f. K in­ 
dred had him self put in #40,000 
more, and being unable to raise 
moaey on the dam as was expect­ 
ed, a difficulty arose, and there was 
only one way out, tor the city to 
come forward and by voting these 
bonds secure the 
completion of 
the work which otherwise would 
necessarily 
have 
been 
stopped. 
There is not a candil, intelligent 
citizen 
in Brain* rd 
to day but 
what will say that 
rather the city would 
bonds 
than 
to see 
abandoned just as we 
to reap the benefit of the gigantic 
enterprise. 
There 
is sense in 
everything, and if Brainerd ever 
expects to take her place among 
the leading cities in the state as a 
manufacturing center, the people 
must work in harmony and unity. 
Look at other cities, St. Cloud, Lit- 
Falla, and 
elsewhere,

of 
Brainerd we might say, are they 
opposed to aiding legitimate e n ­ 
terprises that will build up their 
town* 
Do they wait until there is 
a pressing demand on them to help 
these projects out for fear they will 
fail for want of aid?

best thing they could do was to 
comply with the request, and they 
did so. 
We think that insinua­ 
tions made by some parties that 
there was any “ boodie” connected 
with the transactions are entire’y 
unwarranted and uncared for, and 
that the mao who will so far for­ 
get him self in his frenzy and ha­ 
tred of certain parties, regardless 
of logic or common sense, should 
be made to prove his assertions or 
ana# er to the law for criminal libel. 


WILL COMPLETE IT. 


The rumors that have been afloat 
that there was a heavy opposition 
to issuing the $25,000 bonds is in 
part erroneous, and some of the 
gentlem en who opposed the meas­

lieve that if the matter had been 
put to a vote in the city it would 
have carried. 
That they them­ 
selves are not opposed to it if the 
sum was actually necessary to com­ 
plete the work, which would other­ 
wise have been stopped.

The m embers of the Grand Army of the 
Republic have been ind ustriously at work 
in securing an expression iu fa vor of a n o th ­ 
er dependent pension bill to take the place 
of th a t vetoed by President! leve’and. The 
bill has been su bm itted to all the Grand 
Army posts of tlie country, nearly all of 
which have m ade returns to the n a tio n a l 
headquarters a t 
M inneapolis, show ing a 
rem arkable unanim ity of sentim ent in fa­ 
vor of a new pension m easure. 
The result 
of the vote as far as received was forw ard­ 
ed to Gen. George 8 . Merrill of 
Lawrence, 
M ass.. chairm an of the pensions com m it­ 
tee. 
The m ain features 
of the proposed 
bill are as follow s: 
It provides th at in case of dependent 
parents of deceased soldiers, who have left 
no legal heirs, it sh all only be necessary to 
show th a t such parents have been w ithout 
other m eans of su pp ort than their own 
labor.or the con trib u tion s of others to en­ 
title them to a pension; provided, th a t all 
pensions under the section shall com m ence 
form the d ate of actual dependence, 
if 
claim was filed pri >r to .1 uly 1. 1880, and in 
case of ap p lication s thereafter m ade from 
d ate of tiling in the pension office, or from 
d ate 
of 
subsequent 
dependence. 
All 
who 
served 
for 
three 
m onth s 
or 
over 
and 
were 
honorably 
discharged, 
and who m ay be suffering from m ental or 
ph yisical debility, not the result of their 
own vicious habits, shall receive a pension 
of $ 1 2 per m onth, com m encing from the 
d a te of the tiling of the application; 
pro­ 
vided, that no person shall receive m ore 
th an one pension for the sam e period and 
th t rank in the service 
shall n ot 
be 
considered. 
In case any invalid pension­ 
er dies, those directly dependent upon him 
m ay bo placed 
upon 
the {tension 
rolls 
w ith ou t regard to the cause of death, 
un­ 
less 
it 
results 
from 
vicious 
habits; 
widow s and deceased pensioners m ust show 
th at they were married prior to the pas­ 
sage of the act in order to secure th e benefits, 
and the increase of pension for children shall 
be at the rate of $5 j>er m outh instead ol 
S2 . and shall continue dnring the life of a 
m inor child which m ay be insane, idiotic, 
or o tle rwise helpless. 
Agents prosecuting 
any claim under the act sh all receive n ot 
m ore than $ 1 0 for his services, and any 
agent who shall w ithhold an y part 
of a 
claim nllow td shall p a y a lin e not exceeding 
§ 5 0 9 or be im prisoned tw oyears, or both.

One Hundred and Thirty P assen ­ 
gers, Many of Them in the Act of 
Prayer, Launched Into Eternity. 
The Dutch steam er W. A. Scholten, Capt. 
T aat, which left R otterdam 011 the 19th 
inst., for New York, was sunk by a collision 
with the steam er Rosa M ery of H artlepool, 
at 11 o ’ci oek Satu rd ay night ten m iles off 
Dover, Eng. 1 ho Scholten carrie J a conjple- 
m ent of 2 HO paaeeneert! and crew. 
The 
steam er Ebro, of Sunderland, rescued nine­ 
ty of the crew nnd paoBengerB and landed 
them a t the Sailors’ home, Dover. 
One 
hundred nnd forty of the passengers are 
m issing. 
A t the tim e of the accident a 
dense 
fog 
^prevailed. 
The 
Scholten 
was 
m ruck 
on 
the 
port 
bow 
by the Rona 
M ary. Im m ediately 
after 
the shock was felt the Sch olten’e 
passen­ 
gers, all of whom had retired for the night, 
rushed on deck in their night gowns. 
The 
boats were prom ptly ordered to be lower­ 
ed, but it was found th a t only tw o were 
available.

water rushed sw iftly through the hole in 
the bow, and a terrible scene ensued.

wrote some of the first numbers. 
He 
often said to me: 
“ I wonder whether 
this will take, the publishers accept it, 
and the world read it?” 
I remember 
answering him th a t I bad no reliance 
upon my own critical powers in liter­ 
ature; but th a t I bad written to my 
sister, Mrs. Frederick Elliot, and said: 
“ I h a re made a great friendship with 
one of the principal contributors of 
Punch—Mr. Thackeray. 
He is now 
writing a novel, but cannot hit upon 
a name for it. 
I m ay he wrong, but 
it seems to me the cleverest thing I 
ever read. The first tim e he dined 
with us I was fearfully alarm ed a t him. 
The next day we walked in Chichester 
Park, when he told all a b o u t his little 
girls, and of his great friendship with 
the Brookfields; and lto ld him abo ut 
you and Chesham Place.” 
When he 
heard this, and my opinion of his 
novel, he burst out laughing and said: 
“Ah Mademoiselle (as he always call­ 
ed me), it is not small beer; but I 
don’t know whether it will be pala­ 
table to the London folks.” 
He told 
me some time afterward, th a t, after 
ransacking his brain for a nam e for 
his novel, it cam eupon him unawares, 
in the middle of the night, as if a voice 
•iad whispered “Vanity F air.”

-aid: 
“ I jumped out of bed, and ran 
three time* round my room, uttering 
as I w*nt ‘Vanity Fair, Vanity F air 
Vanity Fair.’ M 


An O ld N o rse W ar-S h ip . 
Scribner’s for November. 
No object so thoroughly fascinated 
me in a visit to Norway and Sweden 
during the summer of 1882 as the 
splendid example of the ancient ship­ 
ping discovered 
shortly before 
a t 
G okstad, on one of the peninsulas of 
Southern Norway. The length from 
stem to stern over all is 78 feet (23.- 
80 meters), the keel atone measuring 
66 feet (20.10 meters). The breadth 
of beam is 16 1-2 feet (5.10 meters), 
and the depth ab ou t 4 feet (!.20 
meters). Oak alone was used iu the 
construction, the body being unpaint­ 
ed while the stem and stern posts 
were decorated. 
The planks 
were 
laid on over the frame timbers in o a r 
lapstreak style, each overlaping th e 
one below 
it, 
and 
were fastened 
together 
with 
iron 
bolts 
riveted 
and 
clinched 
upon 
the 
in­ 
side—“clinker-built,” 
as 
we 
now 
call it. The 
planking 
was 
lash­ 
ed to the 
frames 
bv means 
of 
projections, with wicker-like cords, or 
w’ithes, m ade from the lo o ts of trees; 
and the seams were calked with hair 
of cattle spun into a cord of three 
strands, and this tvas not driven into 
the crevices, but laid in 
when 
the 
planking was put together. 
From this method of construction, 
as well as from the character of the 
relics found and the use of the vessel 
as a means of sepulture, Mr. Nieolay- 
sen infers th a t it was built during the 
later iron age, or between A. D. 700 
and 1000. 
(The early iron age com­ 
prises the first seven centuries after 
the Christian era.) 
The decorations 
of the trimmings on the prow, gun­ 
wale and stern-post, the numerous 
carvings, both upon the ship and the 
relics, together with tlie bandy use of 
colors, exhibit a very strong influence 
from Irish decorative art. 
For in her 
palmy days before the beginning of 
t he eighth century Ireland outstripped 
every other country of Europe in min­ 
iature painting and the ornam enta­ 
tion of metal and wood. This con­ 
sideration fixes the date of construc­ 
tion subsequent to A. D. 700. 


Baby Elephants. 
C. F. Holder, in St. Nicholas for November. 
How the young elephants in tho 
large herds escape from being crushed 
is something of a mystery, as they 
are alm ost continually in motion, but 
when a herd is alarmed the young 
alm ost immediately 
disappear. 
A 
close observer would see th a t each 
baby was trotting along directly be­ 
neath its mother, sometimes between 
her fore legs. 
On the march,when a little elephant 
is born in a herd, they stop a day or 
two to allow it time to exercise its 
little limbs and gain strength, and 
then they press on, tLe mothers and 
babies in front, the old tuskers follow­ 
ing in the rear, but ready to rush for­ 
ward a t the first alarm. 
When rocky 
or hilly places are reached, the little 
ones are helped up by their mothers, 
who push them from behind and in 
various ways; but when a river has 
to be forded or swum, a comical sight 
ensues. 
The st ream may be very rapid and 
rough, as the Indian rive,rs often are 
after a rain, and a t such a place the 
babies would hardly be able to keep 
up with the rest; so the mothers and 
fathers help them. 
At first all plunge 
bodily in—both young and old—and 
w h e n the old elephants e a c h deep 
water, where they nave to swim, the 
young scramble upon their backs and 
sit astride, sometimes two being seen 
in this position. 
But the very young 
elepiiants often require a little more 
care and attention, so they are held ei­ 
ther upon tLe tu*k* of the father or 
grasped in the trunk of the mother, 
and held ovet or ju-t a t the mu face ot 
the water. 
Such a sight is a curious 
one, to say the least—the great ele­ 
ph ants alm ost hidden beneath the 
water, here and there a young one 
seemingly walking on the water, rest­ 
ing upon a submerged back, or held 
alcft while tLe dark waters ro ar be­ 
low. 


Rabbits in Australia. 
The burning issue in A ustralia is 
the rabbit. This rodent, which else­ 
where is hardly 
given 
a serious 
thought, in th a t p a rt of the world ha.s 
become a pest of the m ost serious and 
alarming character. 
It is estimated 
th a t the progeny of one pair or rab­ 
bits, left undisturbed, under favorable 
circumstances, 
will 
in three years 
reach 
13,718,000, and the Austra­ 
lian farmer does not doubt the accu­ 
racy of the com putation. 
Moreover, 
they can manage to exist where stock 
cannot, and even drought doe- not 
arrest the increase of the 
plague. 
Borne years ago the ravages of the 
rabbit became so serious th a t the 
Btate was compelled to 
interfere, 
but 
little 
has 
been 
ac­ 
complished, 
although 
Victoria 
spends £20,000 a year in the fight, 
and new South Wales £100,000. On 
many stations 100 and 200 men are 
constantly employed in trapping, and 
yet the rabbits cont nine to increase. 
Large tracts of land have already 
been irreparably' damaged, and even 
in some cases destroyed for agricul­ 
tural purposes, as an area of 100 
square miles on the South Australian 
border, wich used to carry 
35,000 
sheep, but now supports none. 
Tho 
Government of New South Wales has 
become so alarmed th a t it has offered 
a reward of £25,000 for an effective 
method of destroying the pest. 
If the 
“ universal Yankee natio n ” has not 
entirely lost its boasted ingenuity, 
there would seem to be a fine opening 
for some American here. 


The Power of the Press. 
Western towns which have a boom 
can appreciate the power of the press. 
The people of Tucson, Arizona, buy 
8,000 copies of their local paper every 
m onth for the purpose of sending it 
abroad, and in addition pay it $200 
a m onth for special "write-ups.” The 
town of Lanmr, Col., recently paid the 
local paper S I,500 ior a “ write-up,” 
and tlie citizens oi F o rt Scott, K an­ 
sas, have just spent $7,000 in adver­ 
tising the town. Hutchinson, Kansas, 
claims to give its local paper a bonus 
of $10,000 a year lor remaining alive 
and kicking, while Newton, Kansas, 
pays its paper $15,000 a year. '1 here 
is nothing a t ail improper in this, as 
the money is paid for legitimate a d ­ 
vertising. 
On the contrary', it is very 
creditable to the citizens of these 
towns th a t they thus encourage tlieir 
local papers and a t the same time ben­ 
efit themselves. 


A il Round Americans. 
In a leading editorial the London 
Times of October 1 rem arks: 
“ When 
an American devotes himself to a task 
of practical skill he is a p t to be hard 
to beat in it. 
Americans have not so 
m any o u td oor pursuits as we have, 
but such as they have they take very 
seriously. 
They have given us the 
best fishing-rods and their skill is cast­ 
ing the fly would pu t our best anglers 
on their mettle. They can shoot and 
they can ride in their own way as well 
as the best of us, as the ‘W ild W est’ 
has shown. 
We can hold our own in 
rowing, but they beat us in sailing. 
They are beginning to compete with us 
in horse racing.and in trotting matches 
they have no rivals. 
They are r.o 
where beside us in cricket, but their 
skill in baseball, a game which Jias a 
science o its own, is marvelous.

Kate Perry's Recollections of Thackeray. 
In the earliest days of our friend­ 
ship he brought his morning work to 
read to me in the evening. 
He had 
just commenced “Vanity Fair,” and 
was living at the Old Ship Inn, w here he 
wrote some of the first numbers. He 
often said to me: 
“I wonder whether 
this will take, the publishers accept it, 
and the world read it?” I remem ber 
answering him that I had no reliance 
upon my own critical powers in liter­ 
ature; but that I had written to my 
sister, Mrs. Frederick Elliot, and said: 
“I hare made a great friendship with 
one of the principal contributors of 
Punch—Mr. Thackeray. 
He is now 
writing a novel, but cannot hit upon 
a name for it. 
I may be wrong, but 
it seems to me the cleverest thing I 
ever read. The first time he dined 
with us I w'asfearfully alarmed at him. 
The next day we walked in Chichester 
Park, when he told all about his little 
girls, and of his great friendship with 
the Brookfields; and I told him about 
you and Chesham Place.” 
When he 
heard this, and my opinion of his 
novel, he burst out laughing and said: 
“Ah Mademoiselle (as he always call­ 
ed me), it is not small beer; but I 
don’t know whether it will be pala­ 
table to the London folks.” He told 
me some time afterward, that, after 
ransacking his brain for a name for 
his novel, it cameupon him unawares, 
in the middle of the night, as if a voice 
sad whispered “Vanity Fair.”

“I jumped out of bed, and ran 


An Old Norse War-Ship. 
Scribner’* for November. 
No object so thoroughly fascinated 
me in a visit to Norway and Sweden 
during the summer of 1882 as the 
splendid example of the ancient ship­ 
ping discovered 
shortly before 
at 
Gokstad, on one of the peninsulas of 
Southern Norway. The length from 
stem to stern over all is 78 feet (23.- 
80 meters), the keel alone measuring 
66 feet (20.10 meters). The breadth 
of beam is 16 1-2 feet (5.10 meters), 
and the depth about 4 feet (!.20 
meters). Oak alone was us^d in the 
construction, the body being impaint­ 
ed while the stem and stern posts 
were decorated. 
The planks were 
laid on over the frame timbers in oar 
lapstreak style, each overlaping the 
one below 
it, 
anil 
were fastened, 
together 
with 
iron 
bolts 
riveted, 
and 
clinched 
upon 
the 
in­ 
side—“clinker-built,” 
as 
we 
now 
call it. The 
planking 
was 
lash­ 
ed to the 
frames 
bv means 
of 
projections, with wicker-like cords, or 
withes, made from the loots of trees; 
and the seams were calked with hair 
of cattle spun into a cord of three 
strands, and this was not driven into 
the crevices, but laid in 
when 
the 
planking was put together. 
From this method of construction, 
as well as from the character of the 
relics found and tile use of the vessel 
as a means of sepulture, Mr. Nieolay- 
sen infers that it was built during tbe 
later iron ase, or between A. D. 700 
and 1000. 
(The early iron age com­ 
prises the first seven centuries atter 
the Christian era.) 
The decorations 
of the trimmings on the prow, gun­ 
wale and stern-post, the numerous 
carvings, both upon the ship and the 
relics, together with the handy use of 
colors, exhibit a very strong influence 
from Irish decorative art. 
For in her 
palmy days before the beginning of 
theeighthcentury Ireland outstripped 
every other country of Europe in min­ 
iature painting and the ornamenta­ 
tion of metal and wood. This con­ 
sideration fixes the dale of construc­ 
tion subsequent to A. I). 700. 


Baby Elephants. 
C. F. Holder, in St. Nicholas for November. 
How the young elephants in tho 
large herds escape from being crushed 
is something of a mystery, as they 
are almost continually iii motion, but 
when a herd is alarmed the young 
almost immediately 
disappear. 
A 
close observer would see that each 
baby was trotting along directly be­ 
neath its mother, sometimes between 
her fore legs. 
On the march, when a little elephant 
is born in a herd, they stop a day or 
two to allow* it time to exercise its 
little limbs and gain strength, and 
then they press on, the mothers and 
babies in front, the old tuskers follow­ 
ing in the rear, but ready to rush for­ 
ward at the first alarm. 
When rocky 
or hilly places are reached, the little 
ones are helped up by their mothers, 
who push them from behind and in 
various w*ays; but when a river has 
to be forded or swum, a comical sight 
ensues. 
The st ream may be very rapid and 
rough, as the Indian rivers often ar© 
after a rain, and at such a place the 
babies would hardly be able to keep 
up with the rest; so the mothers and 
fathers help them. At first ail plunge 
bodily in—both young and old —and 
when the old elephants reach d*.-ep 
water, where they have to swim, the 
young scramble upon their backs and 
sit astride, sometimes two being seen 
in this position. 
But the very young 
elephants often require a little more 
care and attention, so they are held ei­ 
ther upon the tusks of the father or 
grasped in the trunk of the mother, 
and held ovet or ju-t at the mu face ot 
the water. 
Such a ^ight L a curious 
one, to any the lea^t—the great ele­ 
phants alm ost hidden beneath the 
water, here and there a young one 
-eemingly walking on the water, rest­ 
ing upon a submerged back, or held 
aleft while the dark waters roar be­ 
low. 


Rabbits in Australia. 
The burning issue in Australia is 
the rabbit. This rodent, which else­ 
where is hardly 
given 
a serious 
thought, in that part of the world has 
become a pest of the most serious and 
alarming character. 
It is estimated 
that the progeny of one pair of rab­ 
bits, left undisturbed, under favorable 
circumstances, 
will 
in three years 
reach 
13,718,000, and tile Austra­ 
lian farmer does not doubt the accu­ 
racy of the computation. 
Moreover, 
they can manage to exist where stock 
cannot, and even drought doe- not 
arrest the increase of the 
plague. 
Some years ago the ravages of the 
rabbit became so serious that the 
State was compelled to 
interfere, 
but 
little 
has 
been 
ac­ 
complished, 
although 
Victoria 
spends £20,000 a year in the fight, 
and new South Wales £100,000. On 
many stations IOO and 200 men are 
constantly employed in trapping, and 
yet the rabbits cont inue to increase. 
Large tracts of land have already 
been irreparably damaged, and even 
in some cases destroyed for agricul­ 
tural purposes, as an area of IOO 
square miles on the South Australian 
border, wich used to carry 35,000 
sheep, but now supports none. The 
Government of New South Wales has 
become so alarmed that it has offered 
a reward of £25,000 tor an effective 
method of destroying the pest. 
If the 
"universal Yankee nation” has not 
entirely lost its boasted ingenuity, 
there would seem to be a fine opening 
for some American here.

The Power of the Press. 
Western towns which have a boom 
can appreciate the power of the press. 
The people of Tucson, Arizona, buy 
8,000 copies of their local paper every 
month for the purpose of sending it 
abroad, and in addition pay it $200 
a month for special “write-ups.” The 
town of Lamar, Col., recently paid the 
local paper $1,500 for a “write-up,” 
and the citizens oi Fort Scott, Kan­ 
sas, have just spent $7,000 in adver­ 
tising the town. Hutchinson, Kansas, 
claims to give its local paper a bonus 
of $10,000 a year lor remaining alive 
and kicking, while Newton, Kansas, 
pays its paper $15,000 a year. 'I here 
is nothing at all improper in this, as 
the money is paid for legitimate ad­ 
vertising. On the contrary, it is very 
creditable to the citizens of these 
towns that they thus encourage their 
local papers and at thesame time ben­ 
efit themselves.

Hon. Knute Nelson. M. C. from Minne­ 
sota, says: 
Tlie congressional act of Jan. 
13, 1881, Vol. 21, U. 8. Statutes at Large, 
page 315, seems to cover the case of so 
many settlers affected by the recent revo­ 
cation of the withdrawal of the indemnity 
lim its of the Northern Pacific Railway 
companv and seems to be plain and explic­ 
it on the Biibjcct. 
The act is ns follows: 
"An act for the re ief of certain settlers 
on restored railroad lands, 
lie it enacted, 
etc., that all persons who shall have set­ 
tled and made valuable and permanent 
improvements upon any odd-numbered 
section of land within any railroad with­ 
drawal, in good faith and with the per­ 
mission or license of the railroad company 
for whose benefit the same shall have 
been made, and with the expectation of 
purchasing of such company the land so 
settled upon, which and so settle 1 upon 
and improved may. for any cause, be re­ 
stored to the public domain, and who, at 
the time of r ich restoration, may not be 
entitled to enter and acquire title to such 
land under the pre-emption homestead or 
timber culture acts of the United States, 
shall be permitted at any time within 
three months after such restoration, and 
under such rules and regulations as the 
comm issioner of the general land ofiice 
may preserilie, to purchase not to exceed 
160 acres in extent of the same by legal 
subdivisions at the price of $2.50 per acre, 
and to receive patents therefor."

T h e R ecent D ecision cf th e U nited 
S tates S u p rem e C o u rt E ffectually 
H eads O ff an O bn o xio u s S ystem 
of

O ver­ 
reach e d H im s e lf. 
Ther^ is rejoicing among the farmerB o» 
the land, says the Chicago Herald, at any 
rate rejoicing among that portion of the 
agricultural community which has been 
a til ic ted by the clamor 
of "drive-well” 
fiends. 
Nelson W. Green, the alleged in­ 
ventor of the device, obtained his patent 
Jan. 
14, 
1868, 
which 
was 
reissued 
May 
9, 
1871, 
upon 
an 
amended 
claim. Green was not slow in utilizing 
his patent. 
He not only sold state, but 
county nnd township rights at enormous 
prices, which the purchasers of these pat­ 
ent rights could well afford to pay, because 
the ruling price to be paid by a fanner for 
a well sunk by the simple contrivance 
was $10 for a well of a daimeter of one 
and a quarter inches. 
There was a slid­ 
ing, or rather rising, scale, governed by the 
diameter and depth of the well, the power 
by which it was to be operated and th4 
yield of water pet minute, until in some 
Instances a price of $100 was reached. 
This am ount exceeded by far the pries for 
an artesian well of the sains capacity, nnd 
was ten-fold that of ths ordinary #tone 
•well. 
The price of $10 for the small-sized 
well, while not much in itself, was by far 
too 
much 
for 
the 
service 
ren­ 
dered. 
No farmer would have paid it had 
he not been forced to by a combination of 
the patent-right holders with the "drivers.” 
The usual proceeding was that the "driv­ 
ers" would put in the well for a moderate 
am ount, and suhse jUently the owner of 
.the right would come along and claim his 
royalty, which he was in every case able 
to collect, because he was backed up by 
numerous 
court 
decisions. 
AH these 
decisions 
are 
now 
worthless^ 
since 
the 
supreme 
court 
of 
the 
United 
State 
has 
declared 
the 
drive-well 
patent invalid. This last decision was 
reached on the ground that the invention 
was used in public at Cortland by others 
than Green more than two yearsliefore the 
application for a patent was made—a fact 
which, under the law, is fatal to the patent's 
validity. 
Had the patentee and the men to whon* 
he sold his rights been less grasping they 
might have enjoyed a princely income for 
the time the {latent lasted, but their a va­ 
rice caused the collapse. The magnitude of 
tlie case will be understood when it is sta t­ 
ed th at the number of drive wells in tlie 
country reaches nearly a million, about 
seventy-five 
thousand 
being 
in 
the 
State ol New York. 
The patentees 
in 
Minnesota were worse than those of any 
other state, 
t^uite recently they sent cir­ 
culars to owners of driven wells that in­ 
fringers on the Green patent must pay $10 
on a certain date. 
Those who did 
n »t 
comply with this cool demand were n o ti­ 
fied that they must pay $36.50—$30 as 
the figure reaehed by trebling the dam­ 
ages, $6 court costs and 50 cents for post­ 
age. 
Former decisions, even one included by 
the highest tribunal, proved to be in favor 
of the patentee. The patent has been the 
subject of extensive litigation. It was first 
Jiehi valid by Judge Benedict, in 1876, in 
t he leadingcaseof Andrews against Carman. 
This decision was followed by nine others, 
rendered by Judges Dillon. Nelson, Gres­ 
ham, Blatchford, Nixon. Wheeler, 
Mc- 
Creary and Khipman. 
In two of the recent 
cases—Andrews against Gone and Andrews 
against H ovey—the {intent was for the 
first time held invalid 
by Judges Love, 
Hhiras and Nelson, of the courts below, on

The fact 
that the invention had been iu public use, 
with the kiiowhnfge and consent of Green, 
for more than two years prior to the fil­ 
ing of his applhaGon, rendered the patent 
invalid. Of course, 
this decision non­ 
suits all claims now {lending in the courts 
all over the land against alleged iufrinjer# 
of the (latent. 
The grasping disposition of 
the patentees and the continuous litigations 
combined to make the Green patent more 
odious than any other, but the task of 
lighting it was tremendous. 
It was finally 
accomplished by acom paratively unknown 
lawyer Jed Lake of Independence. Iowa — 
who worked for a fee of $20 a day, and 
worked perhaps two hundred days on the 
case. 
At least $100,000 has lieen ajient 
by both parties to the litigation just ended. 
Those who have paid the exacting royalty 
have, of course, no means of recovery, 
unless they can prove fraud or false repre- 
tutions.

Thomas M. Sibley, August Sem- 
blorn, S. M. Fawsette and CL D. Bush, ail 
residents of Htearns county, Minn. 
An 
order was made for a hearing upon the 
1 injunction prayed for on the second Mon­ 
day in December. 
The suit is brought to 
determine the right of the company to cer­ 
tain lands under the second indemnity 
act of congress in 1870, whereby lands 
grarited in aid of the construction of the 
Northern Pacific road from Lake Snperior 
to Puget sound, in Washington territory. 
By the charter every 20 alternate sectisns 
per mil** in the territories and every 10 
alternate sections per mile in the states 
constittnted the grant, and in rase of such 
sections 
being 
already' 
pre-empted 
by 
settlers, 
then 
the 
company 
to 
select 
other 
sections 
within 
a given distance. 
The loss of land in Min- 
nesot* was taken in the territory of Dako­ 
ta, being a heltnear Farco. The complaint 
is very Ions and recites all the acts of con­ 
gress regarding the charter of the road and 
Hie land grant, and also the doings of the 
land commissioner. 
It is now denied by 
the defendants, except the United States, 
that the company had any right to the 
land in Dakota,under the proceedings, and 
that they pre-empted the same about Nov. 
6, 1887. It is alleged that these defendants 
intend to cut timber valued at $6,000, 
and that the land is worth $9,000 more. 
The company also alleges th t it has sold 
500,000 acres of these lands by virtue o! 
the grant by congress upon some of which 
great improvements have been made. 
An 
injunction to restrain defendants is prayed 
for in the bill. 
The case, while it does not 
involve a very large sum, is of great im­ 
portance to the road, and many purchas­ 
ers of railway lands.

He n ot only sold state, but 
county and tow nship rights a t enorm ous 
prices, which the purchasers of these p at­ 
ent rights could well afford to pay, because 
the ruling price to be paid by a fanner for 
a well sunk by the sim ple contrivance 
was $10 for a well of a daim eter c lo n e 
anti a quarter indies. 
There was a slid­ 
ing. or rather rising, scale,governed by the 
diam eter and depth of the well, the power 
by which it was to be operated and the 
yield of water pet minute, until in som e 
instances a price of $100 was real heil. 
This am ount exceeded by far the pries for 
nu artesian well of the sam e capacity, and 
was ten-fold th at of the ordinary stone 
well.

I know of men who would be 
most happy if they could do their own 
correspondence, make commercial papers, 
keep books, cast interest and the like. 
It is no discredit to them that they can­ 
not do these things. 
W hat they want is 
a chance to learn to write and “ figger.” 
Naw I have been casting about to see 
how this can be accomplished. 
I am 
convinced from talking with many who 
have expressed a desire to receive such 
Instruction and 
from 
correspondence 
with instructors 
in penmanship and 
book-keeping, th at a night school is just 
what is needed here in Brainerd. 
I find 
that a 
three m onth’s course m 
the 
branches at oye named can be secured for 
about five hundred dollars. 
This in­ 
cludes tuition, rent, fuel, lights and 
furnitm e. 
There is in a verj' central 
locality a large room suitable for the 
purpose. The teacher can he secured and 
everything can be easily procured if 
there are enough persons in the city who 
will give their time this coming winter 
to the enterprise to meet this expense so 
that it will not fall heavily upon any. 
Fifty persons at ten dollars each will do 
it all. , Who wouldn’t give twice ten 
dollars if at the end of the three m outh’s 
time he could be his own correspondent, 
book-keeper and 
mathematician! 
If 
proper encouragement and atteutiou were 
given to the school. 
I know the regular 
routine could be made interesting and 
pleasant by lectures from Judge Sleeper, 
Messrs. Lum, 
Fernald, 
McCTenaban, 
Holland and Donaldson, among the at­ 
torneys, as I have no doubt the pastors of 
the several churches, as well as other 
gentlemen, would be glad to help the 
scheme along with talks and lectures up­ 
on various subjects. 
For myself I will 
give at least two nights in each week to 
the school free. 
I will assist the teacher 
m mathematics and do anything I can 
do to make the school a success. 
Now 
who wants to go! I have, after talking 
with others, concluded to make this au- 
noucemcnt and ask all those who would 
like to attend the school to either give 
me their names, or send them to me, and 
when further arrangemeuts are made, I 
will give them either personal notice or 
notice through the post-office. 
Let the 
laboring men of ©ur city especially take 
hold of this, and I guarantee nothing 
will be lett undono to mane it profitable 
to all.

First her railroad, to give her 
competition, the Brainerd & N orthwest­ 
ern, the final surveys of which have ibis 
summer been completed ready for com­ 
pletion the coming spring. 
Next the 
Mississippi river dam, which is well on 
toward completion, that gives, complet­ 
ed, a power of 25,000 horse power, and 
affords m anufacturing boomage for 500,- 
000,000 feet of log*. 
She has seen com­ 
pleted this season and now in operation 
a line of street railway connecting the 
water power with the heart of the town. 
She has seen put in this season, and now

The city council met in regular session 
31onday evening, 
and after allowing 
hills and doing other routine work the 
council began new business. 
The clerk 
was instructed to draw orders for the 
payment of hose when the same is deliv­ 
ered. 
A report was made as to the esti­ 
mated cost of sewers up to date, showing 
that $7,418 had been expended, the re­ 
port being accepted and the clerk in­ 
structed to issue 3Ir. Reilly an order for 
$1000 on contract. 
The council then 
took the m atter of electric lights, and 
repealed the old ordinance No. 31, and 
adopted a new one granting to the new 
company the exclusive franchise for 20 
year. 
C. F. Kindred then appeared be­ 
fore the council, and, after explaining 
that the dam compahy had expended the 
$50,000 county money 
besides $40,000 
raised iu other ways, and the wuik was 
still unfinished, asked the council to is- 
bonds in the sum of $25,000 m order that 
the work might proceed. 
At the con­ 
clusion of Mr. Kindred’s remarks Alder­ 
man Gardner made a w ritten motion to 
the effect that the bonds be issued. 
The 
motion was put to a vote and carried, 
Aldermen Gardner, Sear lea aud Cullen 
voting in favor of it, and Aldermen Do­ 
ran and Graham voting no. 
The presi­ 
dent and Aldermen Spencer and Forsyth 
were excused on the ground of being in­ 
terested, as they were on the bonds is­ 
sued by the county as sureties. 
The 
council adjourned.

I am 
convinced from talking with many who 
have expressed a desire to receive such 
instruction and 
from correspondence 
with Instructors 
in penmanship and 
book-keeping, th at a night school is just 
what is needed here in Brainerd. 
I find 
that a 
three month’s course in 
the 
branches ai oye named can be secured for 
about five hundred dollars. 
This in­ 
cludes tuition, rent, fuel, lights and 
furnitiue. 
There is in a very central 
locality a large room suitable for the 
purpose. The teacher can be secured and 
everything can be easily procured if 
there are enough persons in the city who 
will give their time this coming winter 
to the enterprise to meet this expense so 
that it will not fall heavily upon any. 
Fifty persons at ten dollars each will do 
it all. , .Who wouldn’t give twice ten 
dollars if at the end of the three month’s 
time lie could be his own correspondent, 
book-keeper and mathematician! 
If 
proper encouragement and attention were 
given to the school. 
I know the regular 
routine could be made interesting and 
pleasant by lectures from Judge Sleeper, 
Messrs. Lum, 
Kcrnald, 
McClenahan, 
Holland and Donaldson, among the at­ 
torneys, as I have no doubt the pastors of 
the several churches, as well as other 
gentlemen, would be glad to help the 
scheme along with talks and lectures up­ 
on various subjects. For myself I will 
give at least two nights in each week to 
the school free. 
I will assist the teacher 
in mathematics and do anything I can 
do to make the school a success. 
Now 
who wants to go! I have, after talking 
itll others, concluded to make this an- 
noucement and ask all those who would 
like to attend the school to either give 
me their names, or send them to mc, and 
when further arrangements are made, I 
will give them either persona] notice or 
notice through the post-office. 
Let the 
laboring men of our city especially take 
hold of this, and I guarantee nothing 
will be lett undone to make it profitable 
to a)].

Thanksgiving eve conies to the City of 
the Pines with plenty of food for satis­ 
factory contemplation.

so with each recurrence of the contem­ 
plative period, and looking back over the 
dozen years only of Brainerd’s existence 
there is a wonderful sight to arouse grat­ 
itude. 
When she had uer first Thanks­ 
giving the town was a struggling “ ham­ 
let in tents,” strung along the Northern 
Pacific tracks. 
The blocks and squares 
were covered with pines. 
But over the 
outlook they all ate pretty fat chickens 
that Thanksgiving, 
By the time anoth­ 
er came round some promising improve­ 
ments were made, and when Jay Cook 
located the Northern Pacific here chick­ 
en .wouldn't do any more: it must be tur­ 
key, aa ii it has been turkey ever since. 
In'I he three or four years of stagnation 
the city of Brainerd not only held her 
own securely and solidly, hut matured 
projects that 1887 has seen so far devel­ 
oped. 
First her railroad, to give her 
competition, the Brainerd & Northwest­ 
ern, the final surveys of which have this 
summer been completed ready for com- 
S 
letion the coming spring. 
Next the 
Iiasissippi river dam, which is well on 
toward completion, that gives, complet­ 
ed, a power of 25,000 horse power, and 
affords manufacturing boomage for 500,- 
000,000 feet of logs. 
She has seen com­ 
pleted this season and now in operation 
a line of street railway connecting the 
water power with the heart of the town. 
She has seen put ic this season, and now 
successfully running, a fine electric light 
plant, with fifty public lights, and many 
in the business bouses. 
She is just com­

The city council met in regular session 
Alonday evening, 
and after allowing 
bills and doing other routine work the 
council began new business. The clerk 
was instructed to draw orders for the 
payment of hose when the same is deliv­ 
ered. A report w as made as to the esti­ 
mated cost of sewers up to date, showing 
that $7,418 had been expended, the re­ 
port being accepted and the clerk in­ 
structed to issue Mr. Reilly an order for 
$1000 on contract. 
The council then 
took the matter of electric lights, and 
repealed the old ordinance No. 31, and 
adopted a new one granting to the new 
company the exclusive franchise for 20 
year. 
C. F. Kindred then appeared be­ 
fore the council, and, after explaining 
that the dam coin pally had expended the 
$50,000 county money 
besides $40,000 
raised in other ways, and the woik was 
still unfinished, asked the council to if- 
bonds in the sum of $25,000 in order that 
the work might proceed. 
At the con­ 
clusion of Mr. Kindred’s remarks Alder­ 
man Gardner made a written motion to 
the effect that the bonds be issued. The 
motion was put to a vole and carried, 
Aldermen Gardner, Searles aud Cullen 
voting in favor of it, and Aldermen Do­ 
ran and Graham voting no. 
The presi­ 
dent and Aldermen Spencer and Forsyth 
were excused on the ground of being in­ 
terested, as they w ere on the bonds is­ 
sued by the county as sureties. 
The 
council adjourned.
